00m pared  with  the  glg&ntlo  sheets  of 
velvety  verdure  found  on  some  of  the 
trees,  shrubs  and  plants  of  Sooth  and 
Central  America. 

The  South  American  tree  which  has 
the  largest  leaf  is  the  Inaja  palm,  which 
grows  on  the  banks  of  the  Amazon.  The 
leavee  of  this  giant  are  often  60  feet  In 
length,  bnt  they  are  very  narrow,  sel¬ 
dom  exoeeding  8  to  10  feet.  With  the 
Ceylonese  ooooannt  palm  It  Is  different 
In  that  species  the  leaves  are  from  80  to 
95  feet  iu  length  and  from  16  to  18  in 
width.  The  natives  of  Ceylon  are  said 
to  use  these  leaves  in  tentmaking,  three 
or  fonr  being  sufficient  to  make  a  shelter 
[or  a  whole  family.  An  extraordinary 
_  imen  of  Ceylonese  palm  leaf  now  in 
the  British  museum,  and  which  must  be 
a  freak — because  the  average  length  and 
breadth  of  the  leaves  of  this  variety  of 
trees  do  not  exceed  the  figures  given 
above — is  86  feet  iu  length  and  38  in 
width,  even  though  it  is  admitted  that 
it  must  have  shrunk  one-fifth  in  dry 
ing. — St.  Loots  Republic.

The  ports  is  the  short  name  of  the 
sublime  porte,  which  is  the  official  way 
of  speaking  of  the  Turkish  government.

Both  of  these  stories 
are  probably  untrue  so  far  as  they  pur¬ 
port  to  explain  the  name  as  applied  te 
the  Turkish  government  Just  as  the 
British  conrt-  is  called  the  court  of  8t. 
James  and  the  late  French  coart  that 
of  the  Tnileries,  because  their  head¬ 
quarters  were  in  the  palaces  of  St 
James  and  the  Tnileries  respectively,  so 
the  Turkish  court  got  the  uame  sublime 
porte  because  its  headquarters  were  in 
the  palace  of  Bab-i-Humayun,  or  the 
Lofty  Gate,  in  Constantinople.  The 
name  has  been  attached  to  the  building 
in  that  city  which  shelters  the  four  prin¬ 
cipal  departments  of  the  government  —
